ted, to  fupaly  the  cultivators  of 
the  foil,  they  proceed  progrcf- 
fively  to  manufacture  all  conve- 
niences, and  even  to  furnilh  the 
Juxuriet  of  Lfe,  he  will  conclude 
not  only  that  fuch  encourage- 
ment will  accelerate  the  progref- 
fion  at  that  place,  hut  thai  the 
vritholding  it  will  only  retard 
that  progrciTiort  until  the  fame 
demand  arifei  fome  where  elie. 

Lexington  and  different  Ipots 
on  the  K-ntucky  river,  are  talk- 
ed of  as  the  proper  places  for 
the  feat  of  government.  Thoie 
who  advocate  the  inferelt  of 
tach,  fpeal:  of  the  advantages' 
of  a  navigable  river,  a  cefttral  fi- 
tuation, and  the  prefent  conve- 
niency  of  accomodation  to  the 
legillature  and  officers  of  go- 
vernment, much  it  thought  of 
the  contiguous  fuuation  ot  thii 
landing  to  Judex't  farm,  much 
of  that,  to  Horanus's  houfe  and 
improvements,  but  this  is  veiled 
with  the  ufual  fp'ecious  pretex! 
of  pub  ic  advantage.  A  ftra'n- 
ger  bfteriing  to  the  advantages 
proposed  by  fixing  the  feat  a£ 
governm-enr  on  Kentucky  river,- 
wou'd  fuppofe,>  either,-  that  the 
foil  around  each?  of  the  places 
on  the  river  which  have  been 
mentioned  was  rich,  that  the  fet- 
tlementt  were  rxtenhve  and  po- 
pulous, the  country  highly  im- 
proved and  the  produce  waiting 
at  the  different  infpectlons.  to 
be  tranfported,  to  the  anxious 
and  expecting  merchants,  who 
were  ready  alfo,  to  people  thit 
expected  political  elyfmtn,  and 
to  purchafe  the  produce  ;  or 
that  like  the  Hates  of  Holland, 
having  no  produce  to  export, 
we  derived  a  confiderable  advan- 
tage, from  being  the  earners  of 
the  United  States.  At  all  events 
he  would  believe  that  our  trade 
wta  lucrative,  and  that  fome  port 
afforded  a  market  for  our  com- 
merce. He  would  believe  the 
fir.ft,  bectufe  his  reafon  and  ex* 


perience  would  tell  him,  that  the 
merchant  who  makes  an  advan- 
tage by  exchanging  Ins  go;ds 
for  produce,  will  kttle  at  that 
place  wnere  the  produce  is  to  be 
procured,  and  wheie  there  is  a 
demand  for  the  good!  uniefll 
the  order  of  things  is  to  be  re- 
verfed,  the  merchant,  or  rather 
(lore-keeper,  for  that  is  the 
moll  proper  name  here,  has  and 
will  fettle  among  the  farmers, 
and  not  the  fanners  around  the 
ftoire*lceeper.  If  he  found  th'<i 
not  to  be  the  cafe,  if  he  under- 
flood  that  neither  pi  theft  places 
were  in  the  mid'l  of  rich  and 
populous  fet-tlementi  he  would 
then  fuppote,  the  casing  irade 
was  carryed  on  to  great  advan- 
tage. If  he  was  Ugatittsj  iti 
this  opinion  he  might  p  ;  tpt 
enquire,  whether  thelc  places 
were  in  tkr  ce-rer  of  th<*  titled 
parts  of  the  Hate.  And  it  this 
enquiry  w  as  anlweicd  m  the 
negative,  he  would  cone  ude, 
that  the  feat  of  govei^irntm  if 
once  fixed  could  never  he  re- 
moved, and  would  charitably 
fuppoe.  thit  ever)  idea  of  p  e* 
Kent  advantage  was  propc/f.-d  to 
be  given  up  by  the  p».tii otic  ad- 
voi.aies,  tu  poftenty.  Here  me- 
lancholy \t  the  reflexion,  l-e 
woiild  difcCver,  that  the  Confti- 
tution  had  provided  a  mean  by 
which  poftrrity  might  right  it* 
felf,  and  uijle&he  could  he  con- 
vinced the  fons  of  Kentucky,  v.  ill 
not  be  likely  to  attend  to  iheir  own 
in'erefts,  he  would  belitve  this  to  ht 
an  unneceifary  facrafice.

fetting  of  the  ACsembly  of  Virgi- 
nia, we  had  heard  by  tranSent  fc- 
eond  and  third  hand  perfons  of  the 
defeat  of  the  Army1  under  Gen.

Afctnbly  from  the  Diftrift  of  Ken  - 
tucky went  in  learch  of  Mr.  Fox 
in  order  to  receive  letters  if  any  and 
hear  the  particulars  of  the  unfortu- 
nate defeat  of  our  army. — Mr.  Fox. 
was  afked  by  myfelf  and  others 
wht  tave  \'Atn  tr>e  letters.  He 
told  us  Mr.  Hurnprey  M.irfhai]. 
.We  exprefsed  our  furpnfc  that 
fome  of  our  friends  had  not  wrote 
us  by  fo  favorable  an  opportunity. 
Capt.  John  Craig  particularly  ex- 
prefsed his  altoivlhment.  to  me, 
the  next  day  after  feeing  Mr.  Fox's 
letter  and  aiked  me  if  1  had  not  vet 
received  one,  I  told  him  I  had  not. 
This  was  the  day  the 'bill  for  the 
dtvifion  of  Woodford  county  was 
befor*  the  Senate  for  the  lalt  time 
end  finally  rejected.  I  went  up  to 
the  Capitol  e»,  iy  the  next  morning 
and  met  Capt.  John  Craig  at  the 
door  with  a  letter  in  his  hind,  he 
led  nic  into  the  Lobby,  handed  me 
the  letter  faying  how  ill  Mr.  Mar- 
shall had  treated  him  in  keeping  up 
the  letter  until  the  bill  for  the  di- 
tition  of  Woodford  was  bit. 

This  Iett«r  mentions  Mr.  Mar* 
mail's  appointment  at  Surveyor  to 
Woodford  County,  which  was  the 
firft  1  had  heard  of  it.  Capt.  Craig 
made  the  fame  obfervation.  About 
thu  time  Col.  Temple  and  mvfeif 
had  fome  ccnverfaiion  on  that  fub- 
ject  that  he  cannot  poffibly  fogetj 
he  may  be  abler  to  put  it  in  a  fairer 
point  of  view  than  '  c:i. 

The  foregoing  circutnAancefl  to- 
gether with  the  al-nolt  conftant 
chat  we  had  about  it,  ail  ciofe 
about  the  fame  time  ha*  led  me  t« 
fappofe  I  ran  io^  >e  miftaken.
